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PBJC HEALTH FAIR 


Seventeen health-oriented organizations will 
participate in a two day Health Fair at Palm Beach 
Junior College Feb. 15 - 16, according to Helen 
Diedrich, Director of Health Services at the college. 

The Health Fair will be held in the Student Ac- 


tivity Center (SAC) Lounge from 9 a.m. to 2 p.m.. 


each day, the director said. 

The Alcohol and Drug Abuse Council (ADAC) 
will have literature and posters available, the Ameri- 
can Cancer Society will have video tapes, and the 
American Lung Association will do T.B. skin testing. 

Films on Cardio-Pulmonary Resucitation will 
be shown and the Heimlich Maneuver (a method of 
saving a choking person) explained by the American 
Red Cross, and the Biofeedback Training Center will 
present slides and hold a demonstration. 

The Dental Health Auxiliaries of PBJC, both 
Dental Hygienists and Dental Assistants, will also 
have a slide presentation, and the Florida Diabetes 
Association will offer a film. 

Those attending the Fair will be able to have 
their blood pressure checked by the Heart Associa- 
tion of Palm Beach County, and take a mental 
health quiz from Mental Health Association person- 
nel. 

Those attending may even wish to donate 
blood and then try food samples and see a film of 
the Palm Beach’ District Dietetic Association. 

The Palm Beach County Optometric Auxiliary 
will do vision screening, while Physical Education 
majors from PBJC will demonstrate exercise routines 
between classes outside the SAC Lounge. 

The Sexual Assault Assistance Project will 
show a film on rape and the hazards ei 
while slides will be shown and appointments made 
for screening by the Sickle Cell Foundation. 

The Speech and Hearing Center of PBJC will 
make appointments for hearing tests, and the Wo- 
men’s Medical Clinic will have pamphlets available, as 
holding workshops between noon and 1 p.m. each 
day. 
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The Student Health Services of PBJC will 
have a video presentation on venereal disease, 

The Health Fair is sponsored by PBJC Student 
Health Services in cooperation with Phi Beta Kappa, 
the Student Government Association and PBJC Nur- 
sing students. 

The public is invited to attend the Health 
Fair, and there is no charge for admission,

STUDENT ENROLLMENT 
REPORT 


Data on file in the Research Office re- 
veals that total student “head count” in- 
creased nominally compared with the winter 
term of a year ago. Total students enrolled 
in credit courses was 7870 versus 7718 a 
year ago. Although the total number of stu- 
dents enrolled in credit courses increased 
minimally the total semester hours decreased 
econ there was an increase in part-time 
students ever though full-time zarollment 
showed a decrease. 

Combined student enrollment data for 
both the Fall and Winter Terms has shown a 
decrease for the first time in recent years. 
Many other educational institutions have 


. experienced a drop in enrollment recently.
